New amendment to independent claims 1 . 8 and 21 includes "soi asic circuit that is desioned to operate in the temperatures 
exceeding 150 degree C". This limitation is incorporates as a part of allowed claim 13. that is allowed based on combination of 
other limitations as well. However, the incorporated limitation of "soi asic circuit capable to withstand temperatures exceeding 
150 degree C". bv itself is not a novel limitation. Examiner takes an official notice that converters incorporating asic circuit 
capable to withstand temperatures higher than 150 degrees Celc. are known. For instance, applicant is reffered to MacGugan 
US # 6,653.872 teaching in column 1. lines 25-45 and column 4. lines 44-65. presented here as a reference only. With respect 
to allowed claim 13. this claim was allowed based on combination of rest of limitations, including "measuring Intervals between 
transitions of the polaritv signals in predicted directions and advancing a commutation state at a delav of some fraction of 
measured intervals after transitions of the polaritv signals .
